Richardson, and a number of inter­ 
ested spectators. 
Mr. Gron said that in February last 
in Copenhagen members of the Danish 
upper house v, ho opposed the transfer 
of the 
Danish W est Indies to the 
United States conferred with him and 
brought to his attention the Christmas 
report. 
Gron said the Danish parties 
opposing a sale of the islands had per- 
sauded him to come to W ashington 
and place the Christmas report before 
congress and the public. 
He told of 
having secured a note of introduction 
to General Grosvenor of Ohio, of ar­ 
ranging to m eet the latter in W ashing­ 
ton, his purpose being, he said, to 
carry out assurances given at Copen­ 
hagen that he would place the matter 
before influential men and thus bring 
it to the attention of congress and 
the public. 
Mr. Gron told in detail of bringing 
the papers before General Grosvenor. 
wrho at first seem ed indignant, and 
spoke of laying the matter before the 
proper parties, in order that suitable 
action might be taken. 
The w itness 
said that later General Gosvenor con­ 
cluded that it would be proper to lay 
the matter before 
the secretary of 
state. 
This was done, and Mr. Gron 
said he learned that the state depart­ 
ment held that it could take no action, 
and that th** authorities here had in 
no 
way 
com m itted 
them selves 
to 
Christmas. 
R epresentative Grosvenor 
made 
a 
statem ent concerning the su bject 
He 
spoke of receiving the note introduc­ 
ing Mr. Gron and of going over the 
papers with him.

With that end in view he conferred 
with Chairman Cannon of the appro­ 
priations com m ittee and asked that .f 
an appropriation bill for the Danish 
purchase came in that action on it be 
deferred until Mr. Grosvenor returned 
from a W estern trip and had an op­ 
portunity to go over the papers.

his return to the city Mr. Grosvenor 
saw Secretary Hay in relation to the 
matter. 
It was the view of the sec­ 
retary of state that there was nothing 
in the charges of which cognizance 
should be taken. 
Resuming his testim ony Mr. Gron 
related his connection with the Scan­ 
dinavian department of the national 
Republican 
com m ittee 
in 
1896, 
to 
which place, lie said. Senator Hanna 
had appointed him.

R eso lu tio n s C o m m ittee o f .State C on­ 
ven tion W ill M a v ft M ore T im e. 
Indianapolis, April 2.—The program 
for the Republican state convention 
has been changed so that the com­ 
m ittee on resolutions will report the 
second day instead of during the first 
afternoon. 
Chairman Goodrich said 
today that the change was made in 
order to give the com m ittee more 
time. 
It will not be appointed until 
just before noon the first day and un­ 
less there should be a cut-and-dried 
platform for it to m erely endorse it 
could not be completed before the af­ 
ternoon adjournment. 
Goodrich and 
others connected with the organiza­ 
tion say that the com m ittee on resolu­ 
tions will be expected to frame a dec­ 
laration of principles for the party. 
Last state convention a platform was 
prepared In advance, but some of the 
members of the resolutions rommlt- 
tee kicked out on it and insisted on 
asserting their rights.
